TO INDICATE MISSION WOULD AWAIT RECEIPT OF THESE DOCUMENTS 
AT MISSION IN NORMAL COURSE OF EVENTS, BUT WE THINK IT 
WOULD BE NECESSARY SPECIFICALLY TO REQUEST THEM FROM 
SECRETARIAT IF WE ARE TO OBTAIN THEM. 

2. FOLLOWING ARE US CORRECTIONS: 
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DOCUMENT CDDH/SR.33 - NO CORRECTIONS. 

DOCUMENT CDDH/I/SR.60 - PAGE 6: REPLACE PARA 4 WITH 
EOLLOWING REVISION: QUOTE MR. BETTAUER (UNITED STATES OE 
AMERICA) SAID THAT ALTHOUGH HE UNDERSTOOD THE REASONS 

BEHIND THE PHILIPPINE PROPOSAL, HE HAD THE STRONGEST 
RESERVATIONS ABOUT IT. SINCE NO RESTRICTIONS ON SPECIEIC 
WEAPONS HAD BEEN ADOPTED YET BY THE AD HOC COMMITTEE, 
COMMITTEE I SHOULD NOT INSERT A PROVISION ON THIS MATTER 
IN ARTICLE 74 AND THUS PREIUDGE EITHER THE WORK OR THE 
CONCLUSIONS OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE. ADOPTION OP THE 
PHILIPPINE AMENDMENT WOULD lEOPARDIZE THE ACCEPTABILITY 
OP ARTICLE 74, IP NOT OP THE PROTOCOL AS A WHOLE. HE 
WAS THEREPORE PIRMLY OPPOSED TO THAT AMENDMENT. UNQUOTE.

PROTECTION OF CIVIL DEFENSE UNITS AND PERSONNEL ON THE 
QUOTE BATTLEFIELD UNQUOTE. HE DID NOT AGREE THAT QUOTE 
ZONES OF MILITARY OPERATIONS UNQUOTE, WHICH HAD BEEN 
SUGGESTED BY SEVERAL DELEGATIONS, WAS PREFERABLE SINCE, 

TO HIS MIND, IT COVERED THE MILITARY AREA IN ITS BROADEST 
SENSE, FROM THE CONTACT ZONE THROUGH THE COMBAT ZONE AND 
EVEN THROUGH THE COMMUNICATIONS AREA. IT COULD EXTEND

FINDING A NARROWER DEFINITION. HIS DELEGATION WAS PREPAR- 
ED TO RECOMMEND TO ITS GOVERNMENT THAT IT ACCEPT PROVI- 
SIONS ON IMMUNITY FROM ATTACK IN CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES 
FOR MILITARY PERSONNEL WHO PREFORMED HUMANITARIAN 
FUNCTIONS RELATING TO CIVIL DEFENSE TASKS OUTSIDE THE 
BATTLEFIELD. IT IS THEREFORE ESSENTIAL THAT THE AREA 
WITHIN WHICH ARTICLE 55 IS APPLICABLE BE DEFINED WITH 
PRECISION AND THAT IT BE NO BROADER THAN NECESSARY.
